The end was peaceful, and he died 
without pain. 
This man of mighty 
brain and undaunted courage was *phy- 
c^cally frail, and the strain of an ez- 
'eiting 
campaign requiring speech- 
making night after night was more 
than nature could stand. He kept it 
lip to ihe end, and only a few hours be­ 
fore the grim messenger called halt 
Henry George had addressed enthusi­ 
astic audiences in three of the towns of 
the borough of Queens, and a still 
larger assemblage in an uptown hall 
here. 


He spoke at Whitestone at 8 o’clock 
Thursday night, and made speeches at 
College Point and Flushing oefore re­ 
turning to New York to speak at the 
Central opera house. 
Mrs. George 
went with him. All the halls in which 
he SDoke were tilled and at College 
Point and Flushing crowds were turned 
away. At Whitestone he drove to the 
railroad station on a gallop. To the 
cheering crowds he said:

closely packed in the ball. Mr. George 
was introduced as the friend of the 
workingman. He began: 


"I have never claimed to be a friend 
of the workingman. 
I do not now 
make any such claim. 
(There was a 
pause of dead silence.) 


*‘I have not and do not intend to ad­ 
vocate anything in the special interest 
of tbe laboring man. 
(Another dead 
pause. 
Mr. George walked the full 
length of the platform and let out his 
full voice in a shout.)

There was much cheering and shout­ 
ing as the speaker pushed his way out 
of the hall.

Orlgla of tke Aaetont Rtmscaasi 


We know less of the lauguage used 
by Ihe Etruscans than of many other 
details of their existence--ouly enough 
to be assured that it was of an exceed­ 
ingly primitive type. It was oonstmot- 
ed upon as fun^nentally different a 
system from the Aryan tcmgnes as is 
the Basque, described iu our last paper. 
It seems to have been, like tho Basque, 
allied to tho great family of languasos 
which includes the Lapps, Finns and 
Hungarians iu modem Europe and the 
aborigines of Asia and America. These 
nufortunate similarities led to all sorts 
of queer theories as to the raoial origin 
of the people, as wild, many of them, 
as those iuvonted for tho Basqnes. It 
never occurred to any one to differen­ 
tiate race, languugu and enltnre one 
from another, dititinut an ca(;li of the 
trio may be in our eyes tcniay. If a 
philologist found similarity in linguis­ 
tic struetnre to tho Lapp, he immediate­ 
ly jumped to the couclunion that the 
Etruscans were i«appii uud i^ipland tho 
primitive seat of the civilization. Thus 
Taylor iu his early work asserts an 
Asiatic origin akin to the Finns. Then 
Pauli and Deeeke for a time indoiiend- 
ently traced them to the same Turanian 
■ource.—-Popular Bcienett Monthly.
